Harry F. Byrd, the noted Virginia 
farmer and authority 
on gov- 
ernmental economy. 


The young man said they sure 


did belong to Byrd — and the way 
he pronounced "Byrd" I judged he 
didn't care much for the senator's 
political philosophy. . .and 
later 


conversation removed any 
doubt 
about it. 


He was an 
impatient 
young 


•girnan, and my guess was either he 
vuidn't make the grade 
as 
an 


officer or, it he did, 
the 
Navy 
heard plenty from him later on. 
But he gave me an 
inkling 
of 
what was going on 
in 
Virginia 


politics — of the impending revolt 
against the 
Byrd administration 


and all the 
conservatives 
who 
have been running Virginia's gov- 
ernment lo thse many years. 


Eight years later — yesterday 


— this revolt crystalized 
in 
a 
frontal 
attack 
on 
the 
Byrd 


followers in Virginia's Democratic 
\\irimary election for governor. 


But the attack failed, and Byrd's 
candidate, John S. Battle, won the 
Democratic nomination — 
equiv- 


alent of election — by 98,120 votes 
to 7.5.777 for Francis P. 
Miller, 
who led the revolt.

above 4,000,000 


in July for the first 
time 
since 


January, 1942, the census bureau 
reported today. 


But the 
number 
of employed 


also increased, registering in July 
the highest figure — 59, 720,000— 
for 1949. 


Explanation for the 
simultane- 
ous increase in employment 
and 


unemployment was an increase of 
1417,000 in the civilian labor force 
—the number having jobs of seek- 
ing them. 


Only one of each four 
of 
the 


new job seekers managed to find 
a job. 


The number of unemployed in 
July was 4,095,000 compared with 
3,778,000 in June and 2227 in July 
of last year. 


The 59720,000 employed in July 
compared with 59,169,000 in June, 
the previous high for 1949 and 61- 
615000 in July, 1948. 


.The census bureau commented: 
"As in June most of the addi- 
tional persons in the labor force 
were of high school and 
college 
age. However, in contrast with the 
past two months, the rise in en- 
employment between June and be 
tvveen June and July caanot be at- 
tributed to the entry 
of young 
persons into 
the 
labor 
force. 


Adult workers accounted for most 
if the increase in July." 


Employment in non-agricultural 
industries, which have 
been 
hit 


hardest by worker layoffs since the 
business slowdown began last fall, 
took an upturn in July. It rose to 
50,073,000, from 49,924,000 in June. 


This year's total however, was 


far short of the 
52452,000 
figure 
posted for July last year. 


Farm 
employment 
slipped 
to 


,9647,000 in July from 9,696,000 in 
June. But this was well above the 
9,163,000 total in July 1943. 


The census bureau's figures were 
nationwide estimates only. 
They 


shed no light on the spot-unemploy-

Negro population in Arkansas isn't 
increasing as fast as white popu- 
lation, says the Arkansas econom- 
ic council of the state chamber 
of commerce. 


The council made a study of 15 
"representative" Arkansas

which had had special censuses. 


It found that since 1940 white 


population for the cities increased 
43.3 
per cent; Negro

Agreement Bet 
U.S., Britain Near 
on Unified Command 
Revision in 
Arms Plan 
Is Due

Washington, Aug. 3 —(/P) Some 
major alterations appeared in store 
today for the arms-to-Europe bill. 


The house foreign affairs com- 
mittee called a closeddoor huddle 
(8:30 a. m. CST) to hear from two 
the details of the $1,450,000,000 pro- 
grams to help Atlantic pact and 
other nations erect a wall of weap- 
ons against Soviet aggression. 


The witnesses are Maj. Gen, Ly- 
man Lemnitzer of the army and 
Dr. Lloyd -W Bcrkner of the state 
department,;!* Committee 
sources 
described them as "the men -who 
helped draft this plan and know 
all the answers." 


The committee already has 
re- 
ceived general endorsements of the 
plan from high administration of- 
ficials and military men. The tes- 
timony they gave dealth largely 
with generalities and stressed the 
need to strengthen friendly nations 
against Soviet advances. 
Rep. Vorys (R Ohio) and most of 
his 
Republican committee ' col- 
leagues as well as some Democrats 
said they aren't willing, on the 
basis oC evidence to date, to ap- 
prove the entire program. 


Vorys wants it cut about in half 
and put on a interim basis while 
the Atlantic pact 
nations 
are 


working out military agreements. 
He also wants an ironclad guaran- 
tee that the arms sent abroad will 
be used in a coordinated program 
if war comes. 


The 
senate 
foreign 
relations 
committee postponed from today 
until next Monday its hearings on 
the arms program alter Secretary 
of State Acheson and Secretary of 
defense Johnson conferred behind 
closed doors with the foreign com- 
mittee and the 
armed 
services 
committee. The two groups will 
handle the bill jointly 'in. the sen- 


'Senator 
Vandenberg (R-Mich), 


top GOP member of the foreign 
relations 
committee, 
reportedly 
told Acheson and Johnson that the 
President's program won't be ap- 
proved in its present form. Van- 
denberg was represented as feel- 
ing that the bill goes too far

delegating powers to the President. 
Republicans •" made

They say they don't like the scope 
or the cost of the President's plan. 


Cease-Fire Order 
Issued by Dutch 
and Indonesians 


Batavia, Java., Aug. 3 — (IP)— The 
Dutch and Indonesian republicans 
formally ended their armed con- 
flict. today and issued 
cease-fire 
orders to local military command- 
ers in Java and Sumatra. 


The ceasefire proclamation 
is 
to -become effective in Java at 
midnight Sunday, Aug. 14. 


The long-sought agreement is ex- 
pected to put an end to the fight- 
ing that first broke out 
in 1945 


when Indonesian republicans, lib 
crated from Japanese occupation,' 
sought independence from 
Dutch 
rule. 


Fighting flared anew last Decem- 
ber when Dutch troops crushed the 
Indonesian Republican government 
at Jogkajarta and interned many 
of its leaders in a self-styled po- 
lice 
action. 
Premier 
Mohamed 
Hatta and other Republican chiefs 
were relleased last month and the 
republican government was re-es- 
tablished during peace negotiations.

non-reptiblican states agreed yes- 
terday on plans for establishing a 
United States of Indonesia as a 
sovereign government

ship with The Netherlands under 
the Dutch crown.
